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Tin 1 food and floriculture 
system is tlic* U.S’s biggest 
industry. Onsh receipts 
from fanning totaled 5 1 40 
billion in 1980, reports "Ag 
Outlook", published by the 
Economic and Statistics 
Services of USDA. Each 
U.S. farmer produces 
enough food nnd fiber for 
65 persons. 

This is a much more effi- 
cient rote than that of 
other countries and, as a 
result, Americans spend 
only about 16% of their 
nverage disposable Income 
on food. Hussions spend 
more than twice that, the 


Japanese ah nut 30%, the 
1’rench more that 20%, 
Brazilians nearly '10%', and 
Enst Indians more thnn 
60%. 

"'I' he U.S.’s ability to 
produce food at low cost 
has always put us in an ex- 
port position— either of 
resourcos or food. Now, 
however, we have to have 
significant amounts of 
resources from overseas to 
keep our food industry at 
the level we would like to 
sustain."

France devalues its “green” rate 


France's devaluation of 
its green rate by giving 
French farmers n 1.6% 
Increase In their product 
pricos comes at a time 
when the government has 
imposed strict measures to 
hold down consumer prices, 
economic observers said. 

An agriculture ministry 
spokeswoman recently con- 
firmed that French agri- 
cultural products will riso 
by 1.6% exactly following 
tho devaluation of the 
"green" franc. 

After the recent realign- 
ment of the European 
monetary system. West 
Gormany, Franco, Italy 
and the Netherlands had 
two options to restore 
equilibrium to EEC agri- 
cultural trado. Either they 
could adjust their green 
rates, the fixed rates of ex- 
change which convert 
European Economic Com- 
munity farm product prices 
into local currency, or they 


could change the monetary 
compensation amounts 
(MCA) applied to farm pro- 
ducts which cross intra- 
EEC borders. 

Other EEC countries 
chose to change the MCA 
rather than adjust their 
green rates. In Germany 
and the Netherlands, green 
rute adjustments would 
have decreased farm prices. 

Although . the French 
government rarely misses 
an opportunity to raise 
farm prices, some grain 
trade observers 9&id they 
thought President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand's com- 
paign to reduce inflation 
would take precedence in 
this case. 

One grain trader said the 
government may consider 
the green rate devaluation 
an anti-inflationary movo. 
He said French farmers 
had withheld new-crop 
grain in expectations of a 
green Tate devaluation. 


orndo State University, 
discussing the political con- 
sequences of feeding the 
world in the '80s. 

Johnson says, “Whether 
we like il or not, we have 
grains that movo in large 
volumes in the interna- 
tional food business, and 
that affects our politics, 
both internally and exter- 
nally.

Other countries now arc 
dictating prices of U.S. 
goods. "A few years ngo," 
soys Johnson, "our con- 
cerns, problems, prices 
were our own, but now it’s 
a world situation." 

Nearly all future 
scenarios for the world 
predict a worsening 
petroleum supply situation 
in the 1980s and 1990s, 
especially as the USSR 
begins to compete as a net 
importer. 

Since groin is likely to re- 
main a principal source of 
export eamingB for the 
U.S., it can be perceived as 
a primary means of paying 
the rising oil bill. 
Petroleum imports for the 
U.S. in 1980 were up 32% 
(78.6 billion) from 1979. 

A good example, says 
Johnson, is just south of 
the border. Mexico's 
population growth rate 
(averaging more than 3.2% 
annually over the last 
decade) is expected to rise 
from 68 million to 264 
million by 2075. 

The U.S. food supply and 
Mexico’s new-found energy 
supply require careful 
political handling, says 
Johnson. In early Dec- 
ember 1980 the U.S. and 
Mexico signed a one-year 
agreement providing for 
Mexican purchases of 6-8 
million tons of U.S. grains, 
oilseeds and vegetable oils, 
worth about $2 billion. The 
U.S. will purchase oil from 
Mexico in a somewhat 
reciprocal agreement. 

Favorable agricultural 
trade offsets about one- 


fourth of the foreign oil bill, 
nnd it is muinly agricul- 
tural exports thnL keep the 
U.S. balance of track* from 
sinking even deeper into 
deficit. Exports of furm 
commodities totaled n re- 
cord $41.8 billion jnsL year. 

Farm exports are ex- 
pected to remain strong, 
but the plus for farm goods 
can’t make up for the 
weakening market for U.S.- 
made good, say experts. 
Johnson says as long as the 
U.S. continues to buy more 
than it sells abroad, the 
dollar’s stability is in the 
hands of foreigners. 

Many people ask if the 
U.S. position can be 
strengthened in the futuro 
or if a wheat cartel is possi- 
ble. 

Although no formal 
organization of food expor- 
ting nations exists, 
Johnson sees no reason 
why such a group couldn’t 
be formed but adds that 
the idea "seems abhorrent” 
to him. 

With a wheat cartel (such 
89 the OPEC oil nations) 
we could have the oppor- 
tunity through our govern- 
ment - to issue or, if we 
wanted to teach u country a 
lesson, deny an export 
license. But I think most 
peoplo in the U.S. would 
back away from that. I 
don’t think we would 
punish through food, 
although we might want to 
punish,” Johnson said. 

Recently voicing similar 
views was Morgan Smith, 
Colorado Commissioner of 
Agriculture. "It’s a lot 
touchier to raise food prices 


or withhold food than it is 
to raise oil prices," Smith 
said. "I think we have to be 
extremely careful with 
that. We can be branded as 
pretty hearLluss people. 
Once we let too many peo- 
ple become dependent on 
us for their food, it doesn’t 
really matter whether or 
not they can pay us. We’re 
stuck with either continu- 
ing to supply them or hav- 
ing them become worae 
enemies than they would 
have been if we hadn’t 
helped them in the first 
place." 

Politics iB involved 
sometimes when n country 
tries to provide another 
needy country with food. 
Many nations simply don’t 
have the government struc- 
ture to receive the food, or 
countries having political 
differences refuse to let 
grain go across their coun- 
tries to other countries, 
says Johnson. 

Less-developed countries 
also need oil and are spen- 
ding so much on oil that 
they can’t buy food. Part of 
the problem is that much of 
the income of somo of these 
nations is from the sale of 
export crops, and they 
have chosen such crops H9 
cocoa over food crops. 

“There are problems and 
challenges, and politics in 
food is going to be very Im- 
portant because we are go- 
ing to continue to export 
food," says Johnson. “We 
must try to solve those pro- 
blems and meet challenges 
to help feed the world in the 
’80s and on into the 21st 
Century."

USDA verifies mutton 


USD A tests recently con- 
firmed the presence of mut- 
ton in a sample taken from 
impounded beef produced 
by Tabro Meats Pty. LTD., 
Braeside, Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, USDA meat and 
poultry inspection official 
told CNS. 

USDA'a Mike Huggins 
said the discovery has 
prompted USDA to estab- 
lish a special species test 
program for beef produced 
by Tabro and by another 
Victoria plant, Jasons 
Meat Pty. LTD,. Ab- 
botsford. 

Earlier this year, USDA 
teats revealed that horse- 
meat had been substituted 
for beef in a Jasons Meat 
shipment to the U.S. 

Both of these plants have 
been delisted as approved 
exporters to the U.S., Hug- 
gins said. 

Under the special test 
program, USDA will take 
71 two-pound samples of 
meat from both plants. 
That beef now is under im- 
poundment in the U.S. 
these samples will be sub- 
jected to both visual ex- 


amination and laboratory 
species test, Huggins said. 
He said USDA will take an 
additional 229 samples 
from either of the two 
plants should any of the 
test results from the initial 
71 samples appear suspi- 
cious. 

Beef from 14 Victoria 
meat plants still remains in 
impoundment in the U.S. 
Huggins said USDA pro- 
gress in performing species 
tests on beef from these 
plants has been slowed 
because of samples having 
been lost in the mail or ar- 
riving at laboratories in 
spoiled condition.

Red meat exports 
high in Jan.-July 


U.S. red meat export 
volume increased 83% dur- 
ing the first seven months 
of 1981, compared with the 
corresponding period a 
year ago, according to the 
U.S. Meat Export Federa- 
tion (MEF). 


The U.S. shipped 160,420 
tons of red meat from 
January through July at a 
dollar value of $361.6 
million, a 41% increase in 
earnings from a year ago, 
the MEF said. 


Nov. 8— Norgran Cattle Co. Beef

dustrialized nations recent- 
ly agreed to reduce govern- 
ment export subsidies by 
20 to 25%, removing the 
threat of a major trade war 
with the U.S., the U.S. 
treasury department an- 
nounced. 

Assistant Treasury 
Secretary Marc Leland an- 
nounced that the members 
of the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) 
agreed to increase their 
minimum interest rates on 
government-supported ex- 
port credits for the first 
time since 1975. 

"We and others have 
thought it could have 
generated an export trade 
war if some curb wasn’t 
put on subsidies," said 
John Lange, treasury 
department trade finance 
specialist. 

Lange said the increases 
in interest rates "mean 
that the major industrial 
countries will be somewhat 
more limited in the amount 
they can subsidize," 
reports UCN. 

The OECD agreement 
specifies the minimum 


export credits would be in 
creased by 2.25 to 2.50 
percentage points for all 
currencies excopt the 
Japanese yen. 

Tho agreement also 
establishes a precedent* 
making formula that 
distinguishes between na- 
tions with low interest 
rates and those with high 
interest rates. 


The minimum interest 
rate in yen to be charged by 
the Japanese Export-im- 
port Bankmor other Jap- 
anese agencies was set at 
9.25% in recognition of 
lower financial market 
rateB in Japan, Lange said. 

The interest rate 
minimum for the U.S. 
would be 11 % for short- 
term loans and 11.26% for 
export subsidy loans of 
from 5 to 8.5 years. 

The minimum interest 
rate on government sub- 
sidies before the agreement 
was 7.75% for borrowing 
nations classified as 
"relatively poor," on loans 
which took over five years 
to repay, and 8 . 6 % for 
"relatively rich" nations.

Frozen embryo breakthrough 
made by CSU researchers 
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Colorado State Univer- 
sity researchers announced 
8 breakthrough in cattle 
embroyo transfer techno- 
logy today. 

Dr. Peter Elsden of 
CSU'fl Animal Reproduc- 
tion Laboratory (ARL) said 
that a team of scientists at- 
tained a pregnancy rate of 
60% by transferring frozen 
cattle embryos non-surgic- 
ally in "on-the-ranch condi- 
tions." 


The pregnancy rate com- 
jares favorably with one- 
ime natural mating and or- 
jficlal insemination, ex- 
ilained Dr. B.W. Pickett, 
LRL director. Previously, 
;ho CSU team reached a 
13% rate. 


Elsden called the results 
"phenomenal. . .better than 
expected" and explained 
that combining the use of 
frozen embryos with non- 
surgical techniques in field 


conditions will have a 
"great impact on the breed 
stock industry.” 

Tho cattle embryos had 
been collected and frozen 
over the last year and were 
transferred Into cattle last 
July. Pregnancies were 
confirmed this month. The 
project was conducted 011 - 
the Dale Robinson Ranch 
near Rock River, Wyo., us- 
ing cattle owned by the 
Achilles Cattle Co. of Lex- 
ington, Ky. 

By using embryo trans- 
fer techniques such as 
these, the breed stock in- 
dustry should be able to 
improve quickly the 
genetic pool,” Elsden said, 
adding that more beef per 
acre is the ultimate goal. 

That should be possible 
in the near future, Elsden 
explained, since the project 
indicates that large-scale 
ranches can use embryo 
transfer techniques. "Now

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Book foresees threat 
of acreage reduction 


A govern i nent-apunso red 
voluntary reduction in 
1982 U.S. feed grain 
acreage would be tho "un- 
fortunate" result if nearly 
30% of this year's record 
U.S. crop is not exported, 
U.S. feed grains council 
chairman, Robert Book 
said recently. 

Book said an acreage 
reduction would be the 
“wrong signal" to send to 
importing countries con- 
cerned about the reliability 
of U.S. supplies. 

A decision on acrcuge 
reduction would probably 
not bo madu until January 
or early February, Book 
said. This would allow the 
USDA to first assess the 
amount of U.S. com ex- 
ports to the USSR. Almost 
half of the Soviet Union's 
U.S. purcliases early in tho 
sixth year of the grains 
agreement have been 
wheat, however, and U.S. 
officials have no assur- 
ances the USSR will buy 
the maximum 23 million 
tons of wheat and corn per- 
mitted in tlie year ending 
Sept. 30, 1982, reports 
UCN. 

Book said the U.S. must 


export at least 70 million 
tonu from its feed grain 
crop, now projected to ex- 
ceed 240 million tons. If 
thaL amount is not sold 
abroad, end stocks will rise 
by 56% to nbout 50 million 
tons. This could lead to 
political pressures for 
acreage reductions in the 
1982 crop, he said. USDA 
Secretary John Block has 
already announced a volun- 
tary 1 5% reduction on 
wheat acreage. 

Book said the feed grains 
council projects 1985 ex- 
ports oF U.S. feed grains at 
100 million tons of which 
32 million would have to go 
to the Asian market. Japan 
and South Korea now 
buy nearly 15 million tons 
of U.S. feed grains annual- 
ly, and Hook said China has 
great long-term import 
potential. 

Chinese leaders discuss- 
ed the possibility of 
developing corn milling 
facilities when USDA of- 
ficials visited China in 
June, sources said. The 
goal would be to produce 
high fructose corn syrup 
and com meal products.

"Although there is a cor- 
relation between marbling 
and tenderness, it's low," 
said Ellicot. “We look more 
to the number of days on 
feed as an indicator of 
eating pleasure. Color is 
also important because if 
the product on the shelf 
doesn't appeal to tho con- 
sumer, it won’t sell." 
Ellicot added there is little 
difference in texture, firm- 
ness and payability in 
Choico and Good beef. 


King Soopers took a posi- 
tive advertising approach 
to promote its generic beef, 
the speukers said.

Researchers color-code horseflies 
to gather data that may affect cattle

Ask Russell Wright how 
he spent his summer and 
he’ll likely say, “Painting 
polka dots on horse flies." 

Right, Russ. And playing 
tiddlywinks with manhole 
covers. Or leapfrog with 
porcupines. 

But thB Oklahoma State 
University entomologist 
isn't being a smart-aleck. 
He and his research asso- 
ciates really did spend 
much of their time color- 
coding horseflies with a 
system of dots this sum- 
mer. 

The idea was to figure 
out how many times what 
kind of horseflies would 
take how much blood from 
where on a cow in a given 
amount of time and at 
which time of day during 
what time of year. Whewl 
The researchers are try- 
ing to find out how impor- 
tant a pest horseflies really 
are, and if they warrant in- 
vestments in population 
control studies. 

“The most damaging 
species in this area is 
Tabanus abactor,” Wright 
says. “It is found only from 
central Kanaas to northcen- 
tral Texas, where it is com- 
monly called a cedar fly.” 

Although T. abactor is 
smaller than some species, 
it can consume ,14cc of 
blood, which is twice its 
average weight, in one 
feeding. Wright says it 
isn't uncommon to see 160 
of these flies feoding during 
a 16-minute time span in 
peak activity periods. With 
each taking ,14cc of blood, 
that figures out to roughly 
a two-ounce 9hot gloss per 
hourf 

Wright says there is no 
data measuring the physio- 
logical effects of this 
feeding on cattle, but it's a 
known fact that energy and 
nutrition are required to 
£“Jw up blood Iosb. Just 
how much will hopefully be 
■Jgwd in future studies.

They also spent some 
time checking new insecti- 
cide-laden ear tags for 
possible use in horsefly 
control. Although the tags 
work well on ticks and 
some fly pests, Wright 
says preliminary results 
against horseflies have 
been disappointing. He 
hopes to continue evaluat- 


ing those products in the 
future. 

Blood loss isn't the only 
problem the pests cause. Ir- 
ritation, swelling and scab- 
bing, especially on horses, 
is another. Cattle can't 
graze regularly when they 
are constantly tossing their 
heads and stamping their 
feet to dislodge horseflies. 
There are some diseases 
that have also been associ- 
ated with horsefly bites. 

“We don't know how far 
horseflies can travel to get 
a meal when they have to, 
but we think it is quite a 
distance. We know they 
can Btay alive by taking 
carbohydrate meals of nec- 
tar from flowers while they 
are hunting for animals to 
feed on," Wright says. 

Conventional insecti- 
cides will kill most horse- 
flies up to a week after ap- 
plication, but Wright says 
there is no accountable 
lowering of their popula- 
tions because they occupy 
large areas, and because 
new adult flies are con- 
tinually appearing. 

Wright Bays there is 
much we need to learn 
about horseflies, such as in- 
creasing our knowledge of 
species distribution, and a 
lot more about their basic 
biology. He is especially 
concerned that Uttle has 
been done scientifically to 
document the blood loss 
horseflies inflict on ani- 
mals. He adds that little 
haB been done on any type 
of control method.

Therefore, Lhc sources 
said, the hogs and pigs 
report may hove 
underestimated market 
hog numbers. “If wc were 
to agree with l.hn USD A's 
hogs and pigs report,'' Tip- 
pens suid, "We would see 
the lower slaughter levels.” 
Grimes said there is a 
possibility that tho in- 
dustry has marketed ahead 
of schedule because of the 
weather. 

For now, the heavy 
seasonal marketings are 
over, the sources predicted, 
and because fewer hogs will 
be available in December 
and January, producers 
should experience larger 
profits this winter. 

Although tho numbers of 
hogs marketed in coining 
weeks probably will decline 
as farmers resume har- 
vesting, the analysts said, 
tliore may be a few days 
when slaughter levels reach 
370,000 to 380,000 head. 
However, the overall peak 
in slaughter, traditionolly 
the week after Thanksgiv- 
ing, has occured, they said.

Uncertainly follows 
; rumor speculation 

Although the futures impacl gonoratetl by a rumor tal- 
ly in the week about a hugli U.S. hoof sale to Lhe USSR 
subsided considerably by llioond of the weok, uncertainty 
still reigned in livcatock circles. Initially, the rumor in- 
volved the negotiation of the Hnlo of 1 billion lb. of beef to 
the USSRovor a five-year contract honored by Iowa Beef 
Processors (IBP). This resulted in a higher live caLlle 
futures close. Ironically, the rumor triggered even sharper 
upside moves in pork complex futures that day, with near- 
by pork bellies closing up Lhe 200-point limit. Official 
denial by IBP the next day caused a correction in Lhe mar- 
ket but the rumor had not lotully dissipated in the ensh 
and futures markets. Rather it resurfaced and broadened. 

Despite IBP's denial, skepLics still pointed to the possi- 
ble involvement of IBP's parent company, Occidental Pe- 
troleum. However, an Occidental official emphatically 
denied involvement in any sort of Soviet meat sale. In- 
dustry sources have alluded to the possibility that the 
alleged Soviet sale may consist of poultry, pork or beef or 
a combination of all three, thus fingers were pointed at 
other major packing firms with such non-beef ties. 

Slaughter steers and heifers continued their downsided 
trading under light demand. Midwestern terminal and dir- 
ect trade areas finished steady to 81.50 lower, most 
u decline on steers in Joliet; Central Plains direct markets 
\ steady to $1.00 lower; direct marketing areas westward 
closed steady to $2.00 lower, most decline on steers in 
Arizona.

Speakers predict

Supermarket deli* 
cutessens and food service 
establisiunents will be ma- 
jor growth areas for pro- 
cessed meat saleB during 
the next fow years, accor- 
ding to speakers' at the 
American Meat Institute 
meeting held recently. 

Richard Perdue, packag- 
ing expert for Cryovac, 
Duncan, S.C., said a recent 
survey of 60 major supei> 
market companies shows 
that 70% of U.S. retailers 
expect to install or expand 
delicatessen facilities in 
their stores. Most retailers 
expect an increase in sales 
of delicatessen items dur- 
ing the next few yearB, led 
by increased sales of ham, 
sausages, loaf-type meat 
products and roast beef.

margins rule for contracts 


NEED WATER?? 


Thu Koderal Kescrvo 
Board recently approved a 
rule that would permit ox- 
chances to set thoir own 
margin requirements on fi- 
nancial options contracts 
on the condition that the 
rules are approved by the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

Tho Fed now sets mar- 
gins on stock options for 
the securities industries. 
But with approval by the 
SEC on Feb. 26 of a Chi- 
cago board options ex- 
change contract In options 
on Government National 
Mortgage Assn, securities. 


it was necessury for the 
Fed to ftmond its regulation 
to cover options on GNMA 
securities, Treasury bills 
and bonds. 

The Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission has 
claimed exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over regulation of fi- 
nancial instrument options. 
Tho Chicago Board of 
Trade currently has a suit 
pending against the SEC 
for approving trading in 
GNMA options on the 
CBOE. 

Should the courts or Con- 
gress decide that the CFTC 
does have jurisdiction over 
financial options, the Fed 


then would present con- 
trary agruments or ugreo, a 
Fed staff member said.
